Permanent Codes 


RESIDENT ROOSEVELT in 

summing up the gains made 
during the first year of his ad- 
ministration at Washington 
stated flatly that the codes of fair 
competition which have _ been 
adopted during the past year are 
here to stay. The basic purpose 
of these codes is to eliminate un- 
fair and unscrupulous competi- 
tion within industry to the end 
that money formerly dissipated 
through losses due to unfair prac- 
tices may be used to rehabilitate 
industry, increase employment 
and raise wages. 

The real test of the value of the 
codes is to what extent they op- 
erate to return men to work. 
During the past year the govern- 
ment has given industry and 
agriculture an opportunity to put 
their respective houses in order 
through the indirect subsidy of 
creating governmental employ- 
ment to give relief to unemployed 
until such time as industry and 
agriculture would be able, due to 
its improved operating conditions, 
to take this burden from the gov- 
ernment. 

In other words the government 
said: “Put your houses in order 
to employ more men. We do not 
expect miracles. We will give you 
complete self-government within 
your own industry, as you men 
know its woes better than do we. 
Meanwhile we will give you a 
breathing spell by taking up slack 
in employment and paying wages 
to the now unemployed in order 
that they may buy from you. 
After a period we will discontinue 
our effort and by then we expect 
you to have reached a point 
where you can carry on.” 

The time has now come for 
industry to step into the breach. 
The test of the plan is whether 
or not industry can and will ab- 
sorb workers as the government 
withdraws its support. It is to 
make this possible apparently 
that the President has announced 
that the codes will become per- 
manent. 

In this connection it is fair to 
point out that in many industries 
there is a growing tendency to 
make the codes a cure-all and 
catch-all. Many businessmen are 
all too willing to let the codes 
make their decisions rather than 
making decisions based on good 
business judgment. Only far- 
seeing and unyielding interpreta- 
tions of code clauses by code 
authorities can prevent the codes 
from becoming instruments which 
will restrict intelligent operators 
to the tempo of their less intelli- 
gent competitors. If the codes 
are to become permanent surely 
this must not come to pass. Up 
to now we must compliment most 
highly the administration and 
interpretations of the automotive 
codes. As the result of this good 
administration the automobile in- 
dustry has been enabled already 
to demonstrate its ability and 
willingness to do its share.

Government 
tests prove, he continued, that a 
properly constructed highway is 
not damaged at all by a properly 
loaded and driven truck.

With Fla.’s $3 Tags 


Birmingham, Ala. Mar. 6 
(UTPS).— Three states of the 
South are planning to reduce the 
price of tags to be in competition 
with Florida’s $3 tags. The House 
in the Mississippi Legislature has 
already passed a bill reducing the 
cost of license tags one-third, ef- 





fective 1935, while Louisiana and 
Alabama are contemplating re- 
ductions. 


Drastic reductions are in line 
in Louisiana under a bill drafted 
by Rep. Joe B. Hamilton to be 
introduced in the May session. 
Licenses on private cars will be 
reduced to $3 from $15 provided 
they do not weigh 3,500 pounds or 
more, in which case the price 
will be $5. Trucks will be re- 
duced from $25 to a flat $10. 

Representative Hamilton said 
he did not see how a car could 
be taxed fairly on its  horse- 
power instead of weight. He de- 
clared it was not right that a 
light car with a large horse- 
power should be forced to pay 
as much tax as a big car. 


In Mississippi the House passed 
the bill by a vote of 105 to 9 after 
three hours of debate by those 
who wanted larger cuts. The 
horsepower rate will be reduced 
from 15 to 10 cents per horse- 
power while the hundredweight 
will be reduced to 35 cents from 
50 cents.

“In fighting for a Federal 
regulatory bill formulated by 
ourselves, I am fighting for my 
own interests and those of other 
responsible business men of the 
industry. After considering this 
problem from every angle, I fully 
believe there is a new deal com- 
ing for our industry, a deal that 
will aid the ones who are pro- 
ceeding with a sound basic struc- 
ture of service to the shipper and 
of responsibility to the public in 
general.” 

Answering attacks on the Ray- 
burn bill made by shippers on 
the grounds that such a law 
would involve the raising of 
rates in the trucking industry to 
meet competition, Mr. Keeshin 
declared: 

“IT met several shippers on this 
trip who held similar ideas and I 
convinced them that there need 
be no concern on their part along 
this line. Under the regulatory 
bill as proposed, the responsible 
truckers will remain in business. 
The wildcatters will be elimi- 
nated. The responsible truckers 
will make a fair return on their 
capital investment even at re- 
duced rates to the shippers.”

Washington, Mar. 6.— Motor 
vehicles and parts exported from 
Canada during January, 1934, 
more than doubled shipments in 
January, 1933, according to fig- 
ures compiled in the automotive 
division, U. S. Department of 
Commerce. 

The export valuation in Janu- 
ary, 1934, totaled $908,169, an in- 





crease of 146 per cent higher 
than the December, 1933, figure 
of $744,416. 


For the first time since March, 
| 1932, shipments of trucks ex- 
ceeded those of passenger cars 
by 76 units. Of the passenger 
cars exported, 981 were in the 
classification valued at $500 or 
126 units were valued from 
$500 to $1,000 and 11 over $1,000. 
Of truck shipments, 1,025 units 
were over one-ton capacity and 
241 of one-ton or less. 
Passenger Exports Up 

December, 1933, passenger car 
exports increased from 1,012 to 
1,118 units although trucks in- 
creased materially from 583 to 
1,266 units. Gains over January, 
1933, were substantially higher, 
passenger car shipments show- 
ing an increase of 286 per cent 
from 289 to 1,118 units and 
trucks 580 per cent, from 186 to 
1,266 units. 

Exports of motor vehicle parts 
totaled $93,182 compared with 
$105,291 in December, 1933, and 
$129,564 in January, 1933. 

Production of 6,904 motor ve- 
hicles in Canada during January, 
1934, marked an improvement of 
112 per cent over the 3,262 units 
in December, and 106 per cent 
over the January, 1933, output of 
3,358. Output of passenger cars 
advanced from 2,171 in December 
to 4,946 and trucks from 1,091 
to 1,958.

ings. At each of these sessions, 
representatives of the industry 
and trade will be given opportun- 
ity to show why proposed general 
rulings outlined for further 
strengthening of the recovery 
_program cannot or should not be 
applied. 

The record of the sessions upon 
their conclusion will tell a com- 
plete story of the far-flung auto- 
motive industry as it is function- 
ing under the New Deal. 

The scene of this epochal 
drama was the meeting called by 
the President to give business and 
industrial management and the 
administration an opportunity 
jointly to chart the next lap in 
the course of the New Deal. 

Even as the first session was 
in progress, the United States 
supreme court was serving em- 
phatic notice of its recognition of 
the importance that the country 
march along a new route to eco- 
nomic salvation. It came in the 
form of one of those five-to-four 
decisions in which the so-called 
“liberal bloc” of the highest court 
proclaimed the constitutionality 
and the social justification for 
fixing prices under the recovery 
program. The decision, uphold- 
ing the validity of the New York 
state law fixing the price of milk, 
constitutes the second judicial 
victory of the New Deal’s spon- 
sors, the other being the earlier 
ruling sustaining the mortgage 
moratorium law in Minnesota. 

In each of these verdicts, the 
dissenting four justices of the 
supreme tribunal have held the 
laws represented a violation of 
the constitution’s protection of 
the rights of private property. 
The liberal bloc has held other- 
wise, finding justification in the 
social necessities of the existing 
emergency. 

With the challenge of the Pres- 
ident to increase wages and fur- 
ther reduce working hours to ab- 
sorb more of the nation’s unem- 
ployed and relieve the govern- 
ment of the enormous burden it 
has carried in this respect, the 
conference of code authorities set 
to work today to deal with five 
major problems of code revision. 

The five problems, tackled in 
group meetings, were: employ- 
ment, costs and prices, produc- 
tion, control, code administration 
and improvement, and small en- 
terprises and minorities. 

The solution of all five, which 
the NRA will undertake to put 
into effect as soon as possible, 
will have an important bearing 
upon several branches of the au- 
tomotive industry and trade in 
every instance. 

The automotive industry fig- 
ured rather significantly in the 
first of the three-day sessions, at 
least by implication. In their de- 
mand that industry exert every 
energy to increase payrolls, ad- 
ministration officials from the 
President down gave recognition 
to the fact that this could be ac- 
complished by no blanket ruling. 

As an illustration of the fact 
that some industries already have 
absorbed skilled labor to the point 
of virtually exhausting the avail- 
able supply, the recent permission 
granted to motor manufacturers 
to increase working hours beyond 
the code maximum was called to 
the attention of the meeting. It 
was cited as an evidence that the 
NRA is desirous of keeping its 
code correction program fair and 
flexible from the standpoint of 
every affected interest. 

The statement of policy with 
respect to this subject was made 
by Mr. Richberg, who declared: 

“Wages and hours cannot be 
inflexibly fixed without regard to 
the varying capacities of trades 
and industries to utilize labor and 
to absorb labor costs. But maxi- 


mum hours and minimum wages 
must be generally established so 
as to provide for the absorption 






of as many workers as possible 
at the best possible wages with 
such further provision for the 
constant adjustment of working 
conditions as will permit labor to 
obtain progressively its fair share 
of its increased productivity.” 

At the same time the NRA 
counsel gave industry the further 
assurance of the administration’s 
intent to avoid even the appear- 
ance of standardization when he 
declared: 

“Business must not be regi- 
mented or standardized through 
the arbitrary imposition of uni- 
form requirements. But, on the 
other hand, there must be laid 
down, on the basis of private ex- 
perience analyzed with public im- 
partiality, certain broad rules of 
fair competition which can be al- 
most universally applied.” 


Ford Lets Contract for 
Exposition Building 
Dearborn, Mich., Mar. 6.—The 
general contract for erection of 
the Ford Exposition building at 
the Chicago World’s Fair was 
awarded today to the W. E. 
O’Neil Construction Co., Chicago, 
the Ford Motor Co. announced. 


Work is to begin today and is 
to be completed before June 1st. 


The Ford building, which is to 
be one of the largest at the 1934 
A Century of Progress will be 
situated on an 11l-acre tract with 
a frontage of 1100 feet on Lake 
Michigan. A five-acre park on 
the lake shore is a part of the 
general project, though this was 
not included in today’s contract. 


Gasoline Tax Laws 
Keep Courts Busy 


New York, Mar. 6.—More than 
500 cases of violation of gasoline 
tax laws, filed in the criminal 
courts of 37 states during 1933, 
resulted in the imposing of fines 
exceeding $55,000 and 173 sen- 
tences totalling 34 years and five 
months, according to records of 
the American Petroleum Indus- 
tries Committee. Of the 517 
cases, 156 were still pending when 
the year ended. The taxes in- 
volved totalled $1,504,000. 

During the same period, 265 
cases involving $1,418,464 in taxes 
were tried in state civil courts. 
Damages collected amounted to 
$58,914. Of the cases 131 were 
successful, 118 still were pending 
at the end of the year, and 20 
have been appealed. 





Georgia Gas Tax 


Richmond, Va., Mar. 6 (UTPS). 
-Georgia State gasoline taxes 
collected during February 
amounted to $1,094,350, or more 
than $150,000 larger than in the 
same 1933 month, according to 
Comptroller-General Harrison. 
Two-thirds of the tax goes to 
the state highway department, 
one-sixth to the various counties 
on a road mileage basis, and one- 
sixth to the common schools 
equalization fund. The equaliza- 
tion fund gets all the kerosene 
oil tax, which runs from $15,000 
to $10,000 a month. 


Applied Arts Expands 

Grand Rapids, Mich., Mar. 6.— 
Applied Arts Corp., manufactur- 
ers of automobile accessories, has 
purchased a factory building on 
Lane avenue and is removing 
equipment from its former loca- 
tion to new quarters. R. F. De- 
Boer, manager, said that along 
with the corporation’s policy of 
continued expansion a new manu- 
facturing line would be added, 
additional machinery being in- 
stalled and employment increased 
25 per cent. DeBoer said he re- 
cently closed a contract with Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. to supply auto- 
mobile accessories.

Detroit, Mar. 6—Employes may 
be asked to vote their choice be- 
tween company and “outside” 
unions in an effort to avert the 
strike which has been scheduled 
to take place in the plants of 
the Buick Motor Car Co., and the 
Fisher Body Co. at Flint, tomor- 
row and in the Hudson plant here 
on Thursday, according to dis- 
patches from Washington today. 
The vote, according to the plan 
would be held under the supervi- 
sion of the National Labor Board. 
The plan was announced by Sen. 
Robt. F. Wagner, chairman of 
the NLB, after conferences with 
General Motors officials in Wash- 
ington. 

Under the recent powers given 
to President Roosevelt the board 
has full power to call such an 
election the results of which 
would settle the demands of strike 
leaders for “recognition” of locals 
of the United Automobile Work- 
ers. It would be in the nature of 
a modus vivendi Senator Wagner 
indicated, leaving the other de- 
mands of the strikers to be settled 
later by negotiation. 

Meetings were held in Flint to- 
day which were attended by 500 
men representing the Fisher Body 
plants and the Chevrolet assembly 
plants were asked by James W. 
Dewey, special representative of 
the National Labor Board to post- 
pone the strike plan for one week 
with the understanding that a 
hearing before the NLB would 
be held not later than next Mon- 
day. The request was seconded 
by Frank J. Dillon, American 
Federation of Labor representa- 
tive in Flint, but workers indi- 
cated little desire to accede. An 
odd feature of the strike is that 
recognized leaders are reported 
as almost unanimously opposed to 
a strike at this time. This same 
stand is taken by the government 
in Washington and naturally the 
car makers are anxious to avoid 
disruption of their schedules if 
possible. 

Factory officials here are reti- 
cent to discuss the pending diffi- 
culty and labor leaders are 
equally silent. Demands in addi- 
tion to that asking recognition of 
the American Automobile Work- 
ers include a 20 per cent increase 
in pay and 40 hour week. 


American Chain 
Hits Record Pace 


Bridgeport, Conn., Mar. 6.— 
Business of the American Chain 
Co., manufacturers of tire chains 
here and at York, Pa., is the larg- 
est since the invention of the 
chains in 1903, according to Jay

chains are made is running three 
shifts and dealers cannot meet the 
demands of motorists. Values of 
sales for this year equals that of 
1917-1918, Mr. Laghar said. 





10% Increase 
Draws Workers 


To Body Plant 


Chicago, Mar. 6.—An increas- 
ing number of men is returning 
to work at the plant of the Sea- 
man Body Corp., Nash Motors 
Co., subsidiary in Milwaukee, ac- 
cording to E. H. McCarty, presi- 
dent of Nash. 

The men are returning on the 
offer of a 10 per cent increase in 
pay rates which was made by 
the company more than two 
weeks ago when the employes 
threatened to strike unless they 
were granted a 20 per cent in- 
crease. The 10 per cent offer 
stalled off the strike at Milwau- 
kee for several days as the men 
accepted it in expectation that 
the Racine employes, who were 
also asking for a 20 per cent in- 
crease, would accept the same 
offer. Following the failure of 
the Racine men to accept the 10 
per cent offer, the Milwaukee 
men struck. 

Activities at Racine and Ke- 
nosha are at a standstill and 
work there will probably not be 
resumed until the Seaman plant 
gets well into production as it 
furnishes bodies for both the 
Nash cars, which are manufac- 
tured at Kenosha, and the La- 
Fayettes, which are produced at 
Racine. 





January Farm Cash 
Totals 484 Millions 


Washington, Mar. 6.— Farmers 
received a cash income of $484,- 
000,000 in January which included 
$424,000,000 from farm products 
marketed and $60,000,000 in rental 
and benefit payments, the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics esti- 
mates in the first of a new series 
of monthly reports on cash income 
from farm products. The total 
cash income in January, 1934, was 
41 per cent greater than in Janu- 
ary, 1933. 

The income from products 
marketed in January, not includ- 
ing benefit payments, was 4 per 
cent higher than in December, 
1933, and 23 per cent higher than 
in January a year ago. The prin- 
cipal increases in income in Janu- 
ary over December were in the in- 
come from fruits and vegetables 
and meat animals.

in December, 1933, when 49,149 
cars were registered. 

On the basis of the 41 states 
reported, the Polk estimate for 
total passenger car sales in the 
U. S. in January has been slightly 
revised, and now stands at 61,000. 

Truck sales, the report showed, 
continued their substantial in- 
crease over the same month last 
year. In 39 states, representing 
72 per cent of the U. S., truck 
sales totaled 16,433 in January, 
1934, This represents an increase 
of 94.91 per cent over January, 
1933, sales in the same states, 
Polk reported, as well as an in- 
crease of 41.98 per cent over sales 
in December, 1933. 

The Polk estimate for com- 
mercial car sales in the U. S. 
in January now stands at 22,000.

written by the Quartermas- 
ter General’s office for certain 
automotive equipment were modi- 
fied by the assistant secretary’s 
office in such a way that but one 
manufacturer could meet them 
with his standard product. 


Gen. Alexander E. Wil- 
liams and Col, B. F. Miller, quar- 
termaster’s corps, were the wit- 
nesses who testified before the 
house committee with reference 
to automotive equipment pur- 
chases.
